First Day. 

Opening Session.— The One Hundred and Eighteenth Session of the 
Virginia Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was 
held in Cumberland Street Church, Norfolk, beginning on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 14, 1900, Bishop W. W. Duncan presiding. 

The Presiding Bishop opened the session with Divine services, including the 
administration of the Lord’s Supper, agreeably to standing order of the Con- 
ference 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll, and one hundred and three 
clerical and twenty-six lay members answered to their names. 

Organization. — Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and S. S. Lambeth 
and George F. Greene, Assistant Secretaries. Joseph D. Langley was elected 
Statistical Secretary. 

Asa Driscoll was appointed to receive and distribute the Conference mail. 

The hours of daily meeting and adjournment, respectively, were fixed at 9.o0 
A. M. and 1 P. M. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed to extend across the room from the further 
side of the third wfindow.

Epwortb League Address.— H. M. DuBose, D. D., then addressed the 
Conference on the subject of the Epworth League of our Church, of which he is 
the Secretary and editor of its organ, “ The Epworth Era.”

of his charge. 

Consideration Secured.— On motion of J. W. Bledsoe, the subject of 
the Virginia Conference Orphanage was made the order of the day for Saturday at 
11 o’clock A. M. 

On motion of A. Coke Smith, the report of the Board of Education was made 
the order of the day for to-morrow at 11 o’clock A. M. 

Committee on Nomination.— The Chair announced the following to 
compose a committee to nominate delegates from this Conference to the proposed 
General Missionary Conference, viz. : W. E. Edwards, from the Board of Missions, 
E. H. Rawlings, from the Epworth League Board, and T. J. Taylor, from the Sun- 
day-school Board.

— On motion of W. J. Twilley, P. Whitehead and J. T. Whitley, 
the following preamble and resolution were adopted : 

Whereas, we have heard, with grief, of the death of the mother of Bro. J. W. Shack- 
ford ; therefore— 

Resolved , That we, as a Conference, extend to him our heart-felt sympathy and prayers. 




Statistical Reports.— The following resolution was offered by C. W. Cain 
and others : 

Resolved , That the action of the Conference, at its session a year or more ago, requiring 
the statistical reports to be made by churches, or societies, instead of by charges, be, and is 
hereby, repealed. 

After a full discussion, the resolution was adopted by a vote of 112 in favor, to 
68 in opposition.

acceptance by said Board of Trustees make the said Southern Seminary the property of the 
Methodisl Episcopal Church, South, for the use specified, without first being adopted as the 
property of the Church by the Conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Edu- 
cation that it be so adopted ?

Resolved , That so much of the report of the Committee on Publishing Interests as relates 
to the subject of Colportage, be referred to a special committee of. five, whose duty it shall 
be to give the matter careful consideration, and, in co-operation with the General Colporter, 
to devise a plan for the more general distribution of our religious literature, and to make 
report thereof to the next session of this body. 
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On motion of E. T. Dadmun, E. H. Rawlings and W. B. Beauchamp, the follow- 
ing was substituted for that part of the report referring to the “Epworth Era ” : 

Resolved , That so much of the report of the Committee on Publishing Interests as calls 
for the discontinuance of the “Epworth Era” be stricken out and the following inserted — 
viz., We commend most heartily the “Epworth Era,” and urge our people to assist in 
extending its subscription list. 



And then the report, as a whole, was adopted. (See Reports.) 

Collection. — A collection was taken in Conference to aid one of our brethren 
recently placed on the superannuated list, which amounted to $151. 



Funds Distributed. — The Joint Board of Finance distributed the funds in 
its hands according to appropriations already made and approved by the Con- 
ference. 

Question 6 . — “ Who are received by transfer from other Conferences ?” was 
called, and the Presiding Bishop reported the transfer of John Hannon from the 
Pacific Conference to this body. 

— On motion, the nomination of H. M. Hope as 
General Colporter, by the Book Agents, wa3 approved. 



Question of Privilege. — W. W. Smith, speaking on a question of priv- 
ilege, read the following telegram sent by him to the proprietor of the “ Richmond 
Times ” : 

To Jos. Bryan, Esq., Editor Richmond Times: 

Please say that the statement in the “ Times ” to-day that “ Chancellor Smith admits that 
there is ground for distrust of Rev. James Cannon, Jr.,” is absolutely untrue. What Chan- 
cellor Smith did say was, that he believed there was absolutely no ground for distrust.

REV. ALEXANDER G. BROWN, D. D. 

BY PAUL WHITEHEAD, D. D. 

Alexander Gustavus Brown, the youngest son of Dr. Gustavus A. S. Brown and 
Nancy, his wife, was born at Stephensburg, a small village south of Winchester, in 
Frederick county, Virginia, on Washington’s Birthday, February 22, in the year 
1833. 

His parents were devout members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
father, a physician, died when Alexander was less than two years old, leaving his 
young family dependent upon their widowed mother’s exertions. A woman of 
uncommon strength of character, she nobly met the responsibilities of her sad 
situation, and brought up her children independently and in the fear of God. Liv- 
ing to a great age, she saw the little one she held in her arms by his father’s coffin 
grown to eminence in the Church and ministry, tenderly caring for her comfort 
under his roof through her declining years, and on her death-bed heard from his 
lips cheering words of godly exhortation. To her, more than to all other human 
agencies, he always ascribed his early conversion and consecration to God. 

At a meeting, held at Shiloh, in Rappahannock county, under the ministry of 
of Rev. Joseph Carson, in the summer of 1848, he was “ born again,” being then 
in his sixteenth year. His struggles with poverty had restricted his opportunities 
of education, but he was for a time a student in Greenway Court Academy, Clarke 
county, Virginia. Beginning to feel impressed by a divine call to the ministry of 
the Gospel, he sought better preparation at the academies at Hillsboro and New 
Lisbon, in Loudoun county. There several sessions were spent. But having 
obtained license as a local preacher in the spring of 1853, he decided, on the ad- 
vice of influential ministers, not to delay his entrance into the itinerancy ; and 
after service on the Manassas Mission, under the Presiding Elder, he was received 
into the Virginia Conference on trial, at Lynchburg, in October, 1853. Thence- 
forward his life was identified with this body, and spent in service in the ranks of 
its clergy. 

That service extended over a period of more than forty-five years of active and 
efficient labor. It embraced a great variety of duty, bearing on many important 
interests. Without tiresome recapitulation, it may be said that he was a circuit 
preacher five years in charge of small stations, including the chaplaincy of Ran- 
dolph-Macon College, at Boydton, two years ; in stations in cities twenty two 
years, in which probably his best ministerial work was done — at High Street, 
Petersbug ; Third Street, Lynchburg ; Trinity and Clay Street, Richmond ; Main 
Street, Danville ; Cumberland Street, Norfolk; Financial Secretary of Randolph- 
Macon College, four years ; and Presiding Elder fifteen years, in two periods sepa- 
rated by an interval of nineteen years. In his last work, he finished his career

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his health failing soon after his appointment to the Norfolk District, at the Con- 
ference of 1898. 

He was a strong, vigorous preacher, attaining ultimately a good style, with 
thorough handling of his topic, animated delivery, and an earnest spirit. He was 
a careful student ; by close and judicious reading, he overcame the defects and dis- 
advantages of the lack of early training, and in good degree supplied the want of 
collegiate education, and his excellent common sense preserved him from losing 
adaptation to the popular taste. He was eminently evangelical in the pulpit; 
abhorred the tendency, often seen, to a mere ethical preaching ; delighted to enlarge 
on redemption and salvation by faith alone, and to offer free and full and instant 
pardon, and deliverance from sin to every hearer through Jesus Christ. He had 
great fruit; hundreds of souls were brought to God under his ministry. He was 
a diligent and attentive pastor, and showed uncommon skill and wisdom in the 
administration and prudent government of a church. All grew under his pasto- 
rate ; at Lynchburg, he carried to completion the new church, since known as Cen- 
tenary, and perhaps no one else could have built the parsonage at High Street 
when he did. 

As a Presiding Elder, he possessed the first order of ability. Whether in his 
regular rounds, or at a District Conference, in some special emergency, or at the 
Annual Conference advising the Bishop as to the appointments, he was alert,, 
sagacious, far-seeing, broad-minded, fervent in spirit, at once progressive and con- 
servative. He was full of resources, and often when he seemed to have failed to 
carry his point, came around to a successful issue by another route, to the surprise 
of those who supposed him to be foiled. 

Before he was forty years old, he began to come to the front in the affairs of 
Southern Methodism, serving in the General Conference of 1870, as alternate for 
Dr. Duncan, who was absent. In this, his first appearance in the chief legisla- 
ture of our church, he made a marked impression by his business ability, his 
judgment and power of debate. When, twenty years later, he again entered that 
body, he had gained largely in experience, knowledge of our polity and history, 
and influence over men, and easily took a commanding position in that and the 
two succeeding sessions, upon all question of practical legislation. Whether in 
Annual or General Conference he was a strong debater, a powerful advocate of the 
measures he favored, and an antagonist not to be underrated. He was particularly 
serviceable on important standing committees. 

His career as a Presiding Elder was first interrupted by a call, in 1871, to take 
charge of the financial interests of Randolph-Macon College. He gave himself to 
this labor for four years, which time covered the period of the greatest financial 
disturbance in our country for fifty years past. He systematized the College busi- 
ness, then in much confusion ; guarded it against some special perils ; by wise 
piloting, brought it through stormy waters ; and preserved the best results of the 
labors of many good and wise men for its firm establishment. 

While in this place, he was probably misunderstood and misjudged by not a few 
persons; certainly antagonisms arose, which, in some cases, never wholly wore 
away. 

He was a trustee of the College for about twenty-four or five years, and in that 
capacity was greatly useful, giving without stint the resources of a ripe judgment 
and experience in public affairs to the management of the Institution. Especially 
was this the case in his later years, when living at Ashland, in closest contact with 
the life there. His counsels, as Chairman of the Executive Committee and of the 
Finance Committee, were of the greatest value. Only those who mingled in the 
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often difficult and serious deliberations of those years know fully of what worth 
he was to our venerable College. 

In the performance of the duties of stations like this, some of his most char- 
acteristic traits were drawn out. He was a man of strong convictions, not easily 
changing his opinions. As such, he frequently collided with other minds; but he 
very generally maintained a good-humored and cheerful mood, and was hard to 
provoke to personal or excited controversy. Indeed, he had so large a fund of 
good spirits and self-reliance that he readily threw off the waves of conflict and 
made his way through them with the satisfaction of a strong swimmer breasting a 
heavy swell. 

Perhaps the most valuable service, outside of strictly ministerial work, which 
he rendered to our Church in Virginia, was as Chairman of the Joint Board of 
Finance. As is well-known, that great man, Dr. Wm. A. Smith, was, for many 
yeais, the head and ruling spirit of that important Board. He perceived young 
Brown’s special fitness for the place, and when he retired from the position, in 
1866, he desired to place Brown in his stead. But he was at first thought too 
young, and for a brief while another was appointed. But his waiting was short, 
Providence had brought about the opportunity and prepared the man ; and for 
more than thirty years his hand was upon the helm of our Conference finances. 
His work here was heavy, and its importance and permanent benefit cannot well 
be exaggerated. To him more than to any other person we owe the system which 
works like a well-oiled machine, without noise, distraction or friction, and 
while in this office, his judgment, advice and co-operation in every measure affect- 
ing our business matters have been sought, and were ready and effectual. 

For about ten years, he has been managing our book business in Virginia, as the 
Agent of our Virginia Conference Board of Colportage, and since the General Con- 
ference of 1898 as “ General Colporter ” for the Conference under the changed law 
on this subject. To the management of this important work, he gave many 
laborious days, aided by his children whose help enabled him to attend to this in- 
terest without neglecting his duties as Presiding Elder of a district. With the co- 
operation of preachers, which he secured very generally, our literature has been 
distributed in comparatively large volume ; no debt or embarrassment has been 
created or brought about, nor loss of any serious description been suffered ; our 
wants and needs have been supplied in considerable measure ; a reliable and ac- 
cessible source of supplies established and maintained free, for the most part, of 
long delays and heavy freight charges; and the publishing house has received 
an average monthly cash remittance of about $500. 

Of church honors and public trusts in Methodism, Dr. Brown was not lacking. 
Emory and Henry College conferred upon him the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. Besides election to the Conferences before named, of 1870, 1890, 1894 
and 1898, he was appointed as one of the delegates of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, to the Centenary Conference of American Methodism, which met 
at Baltimore in December, 1884, and served in that capacity. . 

On the 6th day of January, 1859, he was married to Miss Fanny A. Cooksey, of 
Fairfax county, Virginia, who was a blessing to him all his days, gladdening and 
brightening his home, and ministering with rare faithfulness and tenderness to 
his wants in his languishing and decline. She and a large family of affectionate 
children survive him. The good example and faithful training of the parents 
have found happy reward in the useful and consistent lives of the children. 

There are few happier and better-ordered homes than that which, for these latter 
years, has stood at Ashland with its “ latch- string on the outside” and the light of 
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Christianity glowing on its altar. Dr. Brown was a man of a friendly, cordial and 
hospitable spirit, fond of the company of his brethren, never better satisfied than 
when they formed a circle around his fireside or sat at his table, while he did its 
honors and dispensed its bounties. Pleasant conversation flowed naturally in his 
presence, he was buoyant and free-hearted, devoid alike of unseemly levity and of 
gloom or sourness or a sardonic temper ; he had a fund of anecdote and reminis- 
cence, amusing and instructive, and no little power of reproduction of the interest- 
ing and singular characters he had met and known. He was a true and fast friend. 
Where he had formed an attachment, with complete confidence in his triend s 
character, he remained faithfully devoted under all circumstances. He never for- 
sook such a friend, nor cooled in the expression of his friendship because of trou e 
and adversity befalling the one who was dear to him. At whatever risk o 
damage to himself he was steadfast in such a crisis. 

His religious character was natural without deformity of affectation, austeri y, 
narrowness or cant. He loved his Saviour and his Saviour’s people with undis- 
guised sincerity. He held fast to the fundamentals of doctrinal and experimenta 
religion. Free of bigotry and intolerance, he easily consorted with believers of a 
denominations. He had decided, cheerful views of the fullness of salvation 
through our blessed Lord. One of his favorite passages of Scripture and a favorite 
text to preach from was, II Timothy i, 12, “ For I know whom I have believed and 
am persuaded that he is able to keep that which I have committed unto Him 
against that day.’ Perhaps his favorite hymn, one he often sung with much 

relish, was — . , T j 

“ How firm a foundation, ye saints ot the Lora^ 

Is laid for your faith in His excellent Word ! ” 

In June, 1899, he said to me, “ I know that I am in a critical condition. I have 
tried to live before God in His fear and love; am not conscious of having done 
anything from an unworthy or unholy motive ; but I put no trust in anything I 
have ever done or been; all my trust for salvation is in the merits of my Saviour 
and I am resting contented and without fear on Him, resigned to His will and 
expecting to be saved by His blood. He added with much feeling, All other 

ground is shifting sand ! ” . _ 

He was remarkably good at leading an experience meeting. At a District Con- 
ference at Chatham, Va., in 1875, where we were both present as visitors, he gave, 
at the close a clever turn to the occasion, which took the form of an ex lempore 
“ love feast,” with a wonderfully happy effect upon all present, and of which my 
host, a Presbyterian elder, who was in the congregation, afterward spoke with 

much feeling. . . , . _ ., , 

Probably his last conversation on personal religion was with his family and 

Bishop Granbery, in July, after the crisis of his disease had been passed unfavor- 
ably. In this, the same clear nbte of unshaken faith w T as sounded. 

The failure of his health came quite unexpectedly. His frame was large and 
robust and his constitution apparently the best. Through life he had had few 
sicknesses of severity. Enduring much exposure, performing great labor, he 
seemed to have promise of the more than four-score years granted to his mother. 
And indeed, there wa3 granted to him a length of days but little below the three 
score and ten,” which is man’s traditional limit. He had occasional visitations, in 
later years, of rheumatic gout, which, each time, crippled him for some weeks. But 
he had been free of these for some years. Suddenly, in April, 1899, there came on 
a threatening of paralysis, a nervous “ letting down,” accompanied by symptoms of 
serious brain disturbance, which made it necessary to abandon work. He came 
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for a day or two to the Richmond Centennial Celebration of the Methodists, in the 
latter part of April, and by advice of physicians, and accompanied by his son, a 
young physician, went to the sanitarium at Clifton Springs, New York, where, for 
a time, there was apparent improvement. Coming back home about the first of 
June, he remained for a time in a critical state, but able to go about. In July, a 
stroke of paralysis entirely disabled his left side, and laid him on his bed perma- 
nently. There he lay, for eight or nine months, the shadow deepening, without 
much, perhaps any, sharp pain ; at times unconscious, at others recognizing friends 
and family, and able to converse briefly. During the winter of 1899-1900, the 
stages of beclouding became more frequent and longer, and after some weeks of 
evident drawing nearer to the day of release, the signal of his Lord’s hand came 
on March 16, 1900, and his soul was liberated from its confinement. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, March 18, loving hands conveyed his body to Park 
Place Church, Richmond, where funeral service was conducted by his life long and 
greatly beloved friend, Bishop Granbery, assisted by other ministers, and he was 
buried in Hollywood, in the section he had made ready years before, and in which 
his dust lies by that of the aged mother whom he so much venerated and whom 
he loved so deeply. 

The spot overlooks the sweep of the James, with its rocky islets and picturesque 
“ Falls.” Not far off repose the bones of great preachers, Methodists and others. 
In such company, he “sleeps well.” 



REV. R. M. SAUNDERS.

Robert Milton Saunders was born in Culloden, Upson county, Georgia, May 
30, 1830. His father was from North Carolina, and his mother from Virginia. 
His parents and grandparents were Methodists, and their houses were homes for 
the itinerants. His grandfather, on his mother’s side, was an officer in the War 
of the Revolution, having received a grant of land from the Commonwealth of 
Virginia for his services. 

He was converted in 1844, and at once joined the Methodist Church. He was 
received on trial into the Alabama Conference in 1848. He was in charge of a 
circuit before he was eighteen years old, and continued in the itinerant work filling 
various appointments in the Alabama Conference until 1859, when he was elected 
President of Tuscaloosa Female College, which was under the patronage of his 
Conference. He remained in this position until 1865, when he resigned. For one 
year, he was principal of a school in Columbus, Georgia, after which, in 1866, he 
went to Germany, where at Berlin he engaged in teaching and also in study and 
research. In 1869, he returned to his native land, and became, after several years 
of private teaching, the President of the Norfolk Female College, in Norfolk, Va., 
remaining until he resigned in 1887. During these years he was a member of the 
Virginia Conference, and won the love and esteem of his brethren. He was Presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Female College, of Meridian, Mississippi, from 1888 to 1890, 
and of Martin Female College, of Pulaski, Tennessee, from 1890 to 1894. In 
1896, he became Chaplain of the Randolph-Macon Woman’s College, in Lynchburg, 
Virginia, which position he held at the time of his death. 

He was twice married. His first wife w as Miss Rebecca Hill, of Greene county, 
Alabama. He is survived by one child of this marriage, Mrs. Viola S. Kinnier, 
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at present, residing in Opelika, Alabama. His second wife was Miss Mary Jane 
Toomer, of Portsmouth, Virginia, and he is survived by her and the following 
children of this marriage: Mr. James T. Saunders, of Cordele, Georgia; Mr. 
William F. Saunders, of St. Louis, Missouri ; and Mrs. Nancy J. Toy, the wife of 
Prof. Toy, of Harvard University. He died at the Woman’s College, in Lynch- 
burg, June 21, 1900. 

Brother Saunders was an admirable type of the true Christian gentleman. He 
was always kind and courteous, his very bearing betokening the absence of all that 
is rude and ungenerous. He was always brotherly, desiring more than to live 
peaceably with all men, and deeply deploring any evidence of strife between 
his brethren. Indeed, nothing pained him more than to hear an unkind 
word uttered, and he was slow to believe any criticism he heard until it was 
proved beyond a paradventure, and even then he did not repeat it to others. But 
with all this, he had his convictions on the great questions, which, from time to 
time, agitated the Church and nation, and these, upon proper occasion, he dared 
maintain. His soul revolted against anything unseemly. He was intensely 
sympathetic. Tender to all in trouble, with a tenderness which brought its help 
to such even before he spoke a word, he could weep true tears with those who 
wept, while, what is equally if not more difficult, he rejoiced in the prosperity 
of his brethren as though it were his own, being willing to take the second place 
himself, and obeyed the Apostle’s noble injunction, “ Look not every man on his 
own things, but every man also on the things of others*” 

His was a pure life out of a pure heart. He spoke no unclean word, but always 
such words as were good to the use of edifying. His nearest friends believed that 
his snow-white hair was a symbol of the purity of his heart, and that the well-nigh 
transparent face was indicative of his entire ingenuousness. His work, during 
most of his life, brought him in closest contact with literature and with the new 
thought of this progressive thinking age. His mind was ever open to new truth, 
but he saw in it, as if by intuition, its harmony with the unchanging truths of 
God’s inspired Book. He had a large experience in the things of God, which, 
amid the fierce waves of modern doubt, held firm his bark. He was never pedan- 
tic, but showed that his studies had brought to him that true culture and refine- 
ment which all truth, whether from the Bible, or from that other book divine, 
called Nature, brings to true manhood. 

He was among men as one that served, never refusing to do any work asked of 
him, whether great or small, even when his decreasing strength seemed to his 
friends to make his consent unwise. Gladly would he preach for an absent or sick 
brother, or help in the administration of the church ordinances, or meet a new 
student at an incoming train, or render any simple service to make more pleasant 
the life of any of the girls— sacrificing his own comfort that he might aid others. 
Although he had been at the head of several important institutions, he filled, with 
all cheerfulness, his more humble place at the Woman’s College, and magnified his 
office. Whatsoever he did, in word or deed, he did all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

Those who were under his care, in his school work, uniformly testify to hia 
fidelity and earnestness as well as to the high ideals which he set both for himself 
and for them. As a preacher, he was clear, thoughtful, helpful, scriptural, and 
often reached the heights of purest eloquence. He never came before the people 
with a message having in it signs of slovenliness or carelessness in the prepara- 
tion ; with him, the work of a preacher was too solemn and momentous a work 
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for that. Nothing rejoiced him more than to know that his sermon had helped a 
sorrowing Christian or saved a soul from sin. 

Many were the words of esteem and love for him written by former friends to 
his grief-stricken wife. I shall quote a few. One of the members of this Con- 
ference writes: “We all loved Brother Saunders; he was a noble, sweet- spirited 
and lovable man.” The wife of a preacher in another communion says *• “I believe 
his was one of the gentlest spirits I have ever known. ” A prominent Presbyterian 
clergyman writes : “ His high-mindednees, his incapacity in all things email and 
mean, his intelligent Christain faith, his devotion to duty, impressed and in- 
flenced me.” A prominent Baptist pastor speaks of him as follows: “I had 
known Dr. Saunders slightly for a long time, and knew, of course, his high repu- 
tation as a preacher and a teacher. But during my several days’ stay at the college 
in May, 1 learned, on more intimate acquaintance, to admire and love him.” A 
prominent professor in a Southern University sends these words: “I was always 
touched by the blending of a simple, unaffected dignity with unselfish affection- 
ateness in Mr. Saunders.” A former pupil speaks of “ his beautiful life.” Another 
speaks of “ his beautiful nature.” Another tells how she was brought to Christ by 
one of his sermons. One of our bishops says : “ Your husband, I loved very much. 
He was very dear to me. The days of other years I can never forget, and I cherish 
them as very precious.” 

His end was like his whole life, as calm as a summer’s eve. He left in the 
minds of all who knew him, particularly of those who talked w'ith him during 
the last sad days, the assurance that his was the death of the upright man. 

His funeral services were conducted in the College chapel by the writer, assisted 
by Rev. Paul Whitehead, D. D., Rev. T. H. Early, and Chancellor W. W. Smith. 
His body was laid to rest in Spring Hill Cemetery, Lynchburg, where rests the 
dust of Bishop Early and other of God’s saints and heroes, in hope of the resur- 
rection at the last day. 



REV. ROBERT HENRY MULLEN.

Rev. Robert Henry Mullen was born in Fredericksburg, Virginia, May 19, 1834, 
and died at the parsonage of the North Mecklenburg Circuit, North View, Vir- 
ginia, on January 29, 1900. Though the child of a Baptist mother, he was baptized 
at the age of seven, by the Rev. J. H. Kabler, a Methodist minister, an event that 
deeply impressed him. At the age of fifteen, feeling it his duty to support his 
widowed mother, he declined the offer of an education and the opportunity of 
studying law, and sought in the printing business an opening for making ready 
money for immediate needs. In 1852, he removed to Warrenton, Virginia, and in 
1855 at a Methodist meeting he was happily converted. He felt the call to preach, 
but for years he resisted it and steadily followed his trade. In the shifting life of 
his calling, his church membership was lost, but in 1860, at Union Station Church, 
Richmond, he renewed his vows and his church affiliation. During part of the 
war, he served as private in the Confederate States army. Five years after its close, 
he yielded to his convictions of duty, and sought and obtained license to preach 
the Gospel from the Quarterly Conference of the “Rocketts” Church, as it was then 
called. At the following Conference, he was appointed to this Church as a supply, 
and at his suggestion, the name was changed to “ Nicholson Street.” It is now 
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called Denny Street. At the close of his term here, he did not receive work from 
the Conference, but became State Lecturer of the Sons of Temperance. He took 
work again in 1875, and served successively West Goochland, James City, New 
Kent, and West Goochland again. He applied more than once for admission into 
the traveling ministry, but objection was made to the size of his family, and it was 
not until 1886, when by his zeal and energy he had, in the words of the lamented 
E. M. Peterson, “ won his spurs ” and proved his value, that he gained admission. 
He was then appointed to Orange Circuit, Dare, West New Kent, Hyco and North 
Mecklenburg, his last charge. 

Perhaps the most enduring work of his ministry was on the Dare Circuit, long 
considered well-nigh a hopeless field, but which by his energy, and that of his 
predecessor, Rev. J. G. Lennon, was made to prosper until it became self-support- 
ing, and was taken off the list of missions. 

Brother Mullen had a good mind, was fond of reading, and had an excellent 
memory. He preached clearly and strongly the fundamental doctrines of the 
Gospel, and won many souls to Christ. He was the soul of hospitality and kind- 
ness, and was ever ready to render a service, doing it with a native courtesy that 
charmed the recipient. His family were devoted to him. His cheerfulness was 
marvelous. It was like sunshine to be near him. His trust in God w r as firm 
and unfaltering during the long and weary months of his last illness. His grati- 
tude for attention and sympathy was frank and touching. His death was a victory. 
He met it as the messenger of God for his gracious release and praised God on his 
death-bed. 

Brother Mullen w T as twice married, first in 1859 to Miss Bowis, of Richmond, 
Virginia, and ten years later to Miss Marks of the same city. The latter lady was 
the mother of his seven children and lives to mourn her loss. A kind and devoted 
husband, a tender father, a warm and loyal friend, a pure and honorable man, 
and a useful and consecrated minister of the Gospel, he has gone to meet his Cap- 
tain and to gain his crown.

REPORTS. 



BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

The canvass for the Twentieth Century Thank-Offering has already borne fruit 
in enlarged interest in the work of Christian education, as evidenced in the in- 
creased attendance upon our Church schools throughout our bounds. The object 
of this movement was never to pile up endowments that we might point to insti- 
tutions rich in money, but to fit our schools for more efficient work in training the 
young for usefulness in the Kingdom of Christ, and to rouse our people to a better 
estimate of this arm of power. While we rejoice in the work done, we lament that 
it has not been pressed more earnestly upon the notice of our people. At the last 
session of our Conference we reported $30,000 in cash and subscriptions. This year 
we report $74,000. From this it will be seen that our people are not indifferent to 
this appeal when it is brought faithfully to their attention. From the Secretary’s 
report it will be seen that of the 88,000 members of our Church within the bounds 
of the Conference only 5,600 have gone to record as making a thank-offering to God 
upon this call of the Church. In some of the charges the canvass has been some- 
what thoroughly made with corresponding results. It is not invidious to refer to 
the Randolph- Macon and Farmville districts, and the excellent work of the Pre- 
siding Elders and preachers in charge on these districts. - Had all the districts in 
the Conference done as thorough work we would already have passed the one 
hundred thousand dollar mark, and would have reaped large collateral good. It 
will doubtless be seen when the statistical reports are made up that in these dis- 
tricts no detriment has come to the other benevolent collections from pressing this 
cause upon the attention of the people, nor have they suffered in the lack of 
spiritual growth. 

The thorough canvass of the Church will involve labor, and w T ill require the 
careful attention of the pasters and the co-operation of the laymen ; but the cause 
is worthy, and the results to be attained will fully compensate for the effort if it be 
properly directed. We should be rid of the idea that this is a mere attempt to levy 
a new tax upon our people. Better leave the whole matter alone than to allow it 
to degenerate into a mere scuffle for shekels. The offering is asked primarily for 
the good of the offerer. The aroma of Mary’s ointment lingers in blessing around 
her name. If we could all be stirred with the feeling of gratitude to God which 
is due from us to Him, the amount of the offerings brought would be like the 
stores which filled the temple coffers when, under Josiah’s leadership, the princes 
and the people made glad thank-offering to God. We cannot allow this opportu- 
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nity to pass without effort fully to improve it. We should suffer nothing to deter 
us from making this a worthy expression of our thankfulness to God. We urge 
our brethren, clerical and lay, to allow nothing to draw attention from the primary 
object of this movement. We have received largely of God’s blessings; He calls 
for large service at our hands. If we fail in gratitude, we fail in the essential of 
Christian character. Shall we, like the thankless nine, receive the priceless gifts 
of Christ, and not return to give Him thanks ? 

Your Board requests the Conference to order the continuance of the canvass 
until all our people have had opportunity to make an offering. And we respect- 
fully urge our preachers to divide their membership into sections and appoint the 
most earnest and efficient members they can command to assist them in a personal 
canvass, bringing to the minds of the people their obligation to the Giver o all 
good, and inducing them to give expression to their gratitude by an offering to His 
Church through which the gospel has come to us all. 

We offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That in accordance with the law of the General Conference, the canvass for the 
Twentieth Century Thank-Offering be continued in this Conference until the cause shall 
have been presented to all the congregations included in each separate pastoral charge.

Secretary’s Report. 

The report of the Secretary of the Board of Education at this Conference is 
largely devoted to the Twentieth Century Offering, but a general statement must 
be made in reference to the regular work of the Board. 

It is very gratifying to report that there has been a decided increase in the total 
number of students in attendance upon our Church schools. And yet, the fact 
remains that most of our schools are subject to the most severe competition from 
our State institutions, and that they must depend upon the aid of our pastors to 
overcome this competition. The State has its agents in every county — aye, in 
every school district — and the State schools are able to reach with their literature 
all the people. Our own schools are necessarily dependent for their information 
upon our pastors. The Secretary of the Board sent out blanks to all the pastors 
requesting full information, and is glad to report that a number of them sent in 
full reports. But in many cases no attention was paid to the request, and no aid 
could be given to the representatives from schools in their canvass for students. 
We cannot impress too strongly upon our pastors the inability of our schools to 
hunt out all cases within the bounds of our Conference, and, on the other hsnd, 
wherever the pastor makes a personal canvass of the young people of his charge, 
and urges the importance of training upon them, and then gets help from our 
school-workers in the likely cases, the results are most encouraging. Speaking 
from practical experience in the school work, your Secretary would say that so 
long as we pursue the policy of inaction in reference to the movements of the 
State in the matter of education, nothing can permanently maintain and increase 
the patronage of our schools and colleges if our pastors do not labor earnestly and 
continuously among their people in the interest of this great cause. When lead- 
ing members of our Church send their children to other institutions than those 
belonging to us, the possibility is that the lack of respect for the educational facil- 
ities of the Church, displayed by the parent, will lead to the same feeling on the 
part of the child, and the result will frequently be the loss of the child, not only 
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to the Church school, but to the Church itself. Nothing is so likely to tie our 
young people permanently to the Church as training in our own Church schools. 

Turning now to the special work committed to the care of the Board by the 
General Conference — the Twentieth Century Thank-Offering movement — the re- 
port of your Secretary confines itself chiefly to the facts, and presents tables show- 
ing the results of the movement in the form of subscriptions up to the present 
time. 

In the following tables, the following items are presented from each charge : 
1st. Number of members in the charge; 2d. Number of subscribers; 3d. Amount 
subscribed by preachers ; 4th. Amount subscribed by laymen ; 5th. Total amount 
subscribed. 

By direction of the Board, I read the tw T o items: Number of subscribers and 
amount subscribed in each charge and the amount and direction of designated 
funds bv districts.

From the above tables it appears that about 5,600 preachers and laymen have 
subscribed about $74,000. Of this amount 200 preachers have subscribed about 
$14,000, or an average of about $70.00 apiece for the ministry ; about 5,400 laymen 
have subscribed $60,000, or an average of about $11.00 per member for the laity. 
This is a fine showing for those who have subscribed. But what shall be said in 
reference to the 75 preachers and 83,000 members who have so far made no contri- 
bution to this great fund? Why surely that there will yet be thousands of sub- 
scribers, and that the present subscription of $74,000 will be largely increased 
during the coming year. 

Of the large direct and indirect blessings which have come to our people from 
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this movement the President of the Board will doubtless speak in his report, but 
the good effect of the work so far upon our educational institutions is apparent to 
every well-informed person.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 2. 

Randolph-Macon College is in a prosperous condition, with a slight increase of 
patronage over the enrollment of the previous year. The Chair of History, so long 
contemplated, has been established, and is in charge of Prof. William E. Dodd, 
Ph. D. The Chair of Chemistry, recently rendered vacant by the death of Dr. 
Ragland, has been filled by the election of Prof. Hall Canter, Ph. D., who will be 
assisted in the work of the laboratory by Prof. G. W. Russell 

The young men in attendance this session are as a class very studious and ex- 
emplary in conduct. This is a legitimate result of the fact that our college is a 
Christian institution, where emphasis is put upon religious truth and duty by the 
Christian men who constitute the Faculty, and the further fact that our patronage 
is drawn largely from Christian homes. The number of matriculates ought to be 
larger, and the student body could be largely augmented, we honestly believe, by 
faithful effort on the part of our preachers to this end. Presenting, as our college 
does, advantages equal to any to be found anywhere, we believe our people would, 
were they fully informed as to the facts, turn their boys to our own Randolph- 
Macon, endeared to the Church by long years of faithful work which has enriched 
the Church and the world. We urge our preachers to circulate the catalogue of the 
college, and to put the college authorities in communication with parents who have 
sons to educate. W e also respectfully urge the preachers to observe the discipli- 
nary requirement to preach upon the subject of Christian education at least once a 
year in each congregation. 

Randolph-Macon Academy, Bedford. — We are glad to report a gratifying in- 
crease of patronage at this institution. The plant is of very superior character, 
and the conduct of the academy commands the confidence of our people generally. 
It deserves the full patronage of the Church, and appeals to all who wish a supe- 
rior school for their boys. 

Randolph-Macon Woman’s College. — The special prosperity of Randolph- 
Macon Woman’s College is worthy of particular notice. In this, its eighth year, it 
has enrolled 262 students, and had boarding accommodations been adequate, 300 
would, probably, been matriculated. From every State in the South students have 
been attracted by this great institution of our Conference, and its pre-eminence 
among colleges for women in the South has been recognized by the people as well 
as by the United States Commissioner of Education. 

To meet the difficulty caused by the lack of room, the Board of Trustees pro- 
poses not to increase the dormitory accommodations, but rather to dispense with 
the introductory classes in Latin, Mathematics, and English, so that the less ma- 
ture students shall attend other institutions until fully prepared for regular college 
work. A great future seems open to this college. 

Randolph-Macon Institute. — Our institute for girls at Danville is reported full 
as to boarding accommodations and with a large local patronage. It is strong in 
the confidence of the community in which it is located, and its work has been 
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highly commended by educators having special opportunity to know it. The 
Principal, Frof. W. Holmes Davis, has the confidence and admiration of the 
teachers and students of the Institute and of its patrons and friends. 

Thk Blackstone Female Institute is enjoying the .most prosperous year of 
its history. There are 165 boarders and 60 day scholars, making a total enrollment 
of 225, with a Faculty of 20 officers and teachers. 

The Institute has greatly increased its facilities during the past year by the 
addition of a wing of 127 feet frontage, thus nearly doubling its facilities for work. 

Your Board of Education recommend for adoption of the Conference the follow- 
ing resolutions : 

1. That we cordially commend the Southern Seminary and the Suffolk College for Young 
Ladies to the patronage of our people. 

2. That the Presiding Bishop be, and is hereby, requested to appoint Rev. W. G. Starr, 
D. D., as president of Randolph-Macon College; Rev. W. E. Edwards, D. D., as Professor of 
Moral Philosophy and the English Bible in Randolph-Macon College; Rev. James Cannon, 
Jr., as Principal of Blackstone Female Institute ; and Rev. E. H. Rowe, as Principal of the 
Southern Seminary of B >wling Green. Va. 

3. That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the several districts, $3,500 
for the benefit of Randolph-Macon College, $E64 ior the u*e of the General Board of Educa- 
tion, and $200 for Paine and Lane Institute— the whole sum of $4,264 to be pro-rated. 

4. That the Annual Conference recommend to the District Conferences that a special time 
be set apart during the session of the Disti ict Conferences for the consideration of the subject 
of Christian education, and that this time be devoted to the discussion of the general sub- 
ject, as to the maintenance and development of our educational work, the duty of our people 
to educate our children, and to educate them in our own Church schools, and that it be not 
devoted to the presentation of the special claims of various institutions.

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PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

Your Committee on Publishing Interests begs to submit the following report : 

In the midst of an age when all the material forces of evil and darkness are com- 
bining with renewed activity to thwart the purposes of the Church in the spread 
of the Gospel, we desire to stress the importance of a closer union, a more harmo- 
nious alliance of the religious press, with •all its auxiliaries, and the pulpit to 
secure the preservation of our Christian institutions, the upbuilding of Christian 
character, and the advancement of the kingdom of our Lord in the world. 

In response to the resolution presented to the Conference by Rev. Jas. Cannon, 
Jr., and others, suggesting the expediency of supplementing the disciplinary pro- 
vision for colportage, and referred to your Committee, we submit for adoption the 
following plan : 

1. That a competent colporteur be employed in every district in the Conference. 

2. That the colporteurs be appointed and employed, directed, and controlled by the Gen- 
eral Colporteur of the Conference. 

3. That an assessment of $2,500 be made on the Church by the Joint Board of Finance, of 
which amount $2,000 are to be u«ed exclusively as compensation to the colporteurs in sup- 
plementing their commissions on sales of books and other periodicals, and the sum of $500 
to be used in the purchase and dissemination, gratuitously, of our Church literature. 

4. That a Board, consisting of five members, be constituted for the general supervision of 
colportage in this Conference, to be elected quadrennially, which Board shall audit the ac- 
counts of the General Colporteur, and control the funds belonging to the Board of Colport- 
age ; but the General Colporteur shall employ the District Colporteurs and fix and regulate 
the salaries to be paid to them, and direct the purchase of literature for gratuitous distri- 
bution. 

5. We recommend the following as the personnel of the said Board for the first quadren- 
nian : Rev. J . T. Whitley, Rev. R. F. Gayle, Rev. G. H. McFaden, E. Marshall Redford, and 
E. G. Moseley. 

We recommend to the Bishop the appointment of Rev. Herbert M. Hope as the 
General Colporteur of the Conference. 

We approve of the suggested consolidation of The Richmond Christian Advocate 
and The Baltimore Christian Advocate , and that the united paper be recognized as 
the Conference organ. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

“ Resolved , That the Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. J. J. Lafferty, D. L., and Rev. Her- 
bert M Hope, editors of the Conference organ, * The Richmond Christian Advocate which 
is hereby commended to our people as worthy of sympathy and patronage.” 




We are gratified at the large volume of business done by the Publishing House, 
and the fact that a net gain of $32,556.94 has been realized, notwithstanding the 
increase in the price of printing materials and the $10,829.52 loss on the Epworth 
Era and Methodist Review. 

Again this Conference has received no dividend from this source for distribution 
among our superannuated preachers and the widows and orphans of deceased 
ministers, a cause sacred to every Methodist preacher, although large profits have 
been realized from the business of the Publishing House. The conversion of the 
profits into permanent assets has been made, and without explanation of the rea- 
son for the same in the report of the Book Agents. 
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The failure to distribute any profits among our worthy veterans and their fami- 
lies is to us a disappointment, therefore we respectfully ask that the Book Agents, 
in their future reports, will explain the cause of the assignment of profits to assets, 
and the nature of such assets. 

We commend most heartily the Epworth Era , and urge our people to assist in 
extending its subscription list. 

It is gratifying to know that the Sunday-school literature has attained a high 
standard of merit, thus commending itself to our people. 

We commend The Southern Methodist Review, Christian Advocate , and Review of 
Missions to the patronage of our Church membership, and urge increased subscrip- 
tions to them. We also commend to the patronage of our people the publication 
of Rev. J. C. C. Newton, D. D., entitled “Japan: Country, Court, and People,” 
and Bishop Granbery’s book, entitled “ Experience, the Crowning Evidence of 
the Christian Religion.”

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The Sabbath was made for man. Mercy to his physical frame demands not 
merely cessation from toil, but that thorough rest, the enjoyment of which can 
on'y be fully realized when enjoyed in company with our fellows. Mercy to the 
mind, threatened with injury by constant strain, makes the same demand, and, 
above all, is rest demanded by mercy to the spirit whose life can be sustained only 
as it is left free from the pressing demands of the spirit of worldliness. The same 
inexorable law that furnishes the glutton with dyspepsia, and the drunkard with 
delirium tremens, operates to produce physical deterioration, nervous derange- 
ment and mental disease, the appalling increase of which is causing alarm to every 
philanthropist and patriot. 

Righteousness exalteth a nation. National greatness is founded safely only upon 
national virtue. The perpetuity of our free institutions can be maintained only 
when we have a people worthy to be free. The Church of God is the guardian of 
the Sabbath Day. The Sabbath, or Sunday, laws of our several States can be en- 
forced only when public sentiment demands it. The exalted privilege of the 
Christian ministry is to cultivate a public sentiment that makes for righteousness. 
We must observe the Lord’s day ourselves, but we must do more than this. We 
must faithfully warn our people of the sin and danger of violating any part of 
God’s law. 

We rejoice to know that thinking men are seeing, as perhaps never before, the 
imperative need of union and co-operation among Christians of every shade of 
opinion who value a day of rest. In this connection, we are glad to recognize the 
work being done all over our land by the Sunday League of America, represented at 
this session by Dr. Edward Thomson, of Atlanta, Ga., and we learn with pleasure 
that Dr. Thomson will spend some weeks in our State during the coming year in 
the interest of this important work, fully indorsed, we are glad to say, by the 
leading men of thought in our own Church. We bid him Godspeed. Having ex- 
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amined the leaflets issued by the League, we find them fresh, strong and helpful 
in a high degree. We should be glad to see our State sowed down with such seed. 

While, however, we rejoice in the good work aimed at and accomplished by this 
and every other Society that has for its object the conservation of any part of the 
great system of truth, we realize that upon us as a Church there lies a responsi- 
bility of peculiar magnitude. There are, in the State of Virginia, about 1,800,000 
people. Of these, about 600,000 are under Methodist influence ; and they look to 
Methodism for spiritual guidance. Their views of religious and moral questions 
are largely moulded and determined by the teachings of our pulpit and the life of 
our ministry. We owe it to them to preach the truth in its integrity and to exem- 
plify it in daily life. 

The Sunday newspaper, filled with such thoughts as are calculated to crowd out 
eternal things; the Sunday train, compelling hundreds of thousands to abandon 
all hope of regular attendance upon the worship of God ; the coarse and degrading 
amusements fostered for gain, and daily lowering the morals of millions, all these 
are forces of evil that find the Christian Sabbath an obstacle to be destroyed. 
Should their work reach completion, we may bid farewell to pure Christianity, for 
in this foul atmosphere it cannot live. We call upon the ministry to awake to this 
menacing fact, that in parts of our land the Christian Sabbath is already gone, 
and the continental Sunday is come. Corporate greed is now leagued with avowed 
infidelity to destroy everywhere the last vestige of the Holy Day. The saloon, the 
dive, the beer garden, the concert park, the excursion train, are full. The street 
reigns and rules and ruins. Let the trumpet give no uncertain sound, for the 
battle is on. 

Let there be no compromise with the aggressive spirit of Sabbath desecration. 
Let the ministry especially be true to its high and holy calling. And let every 
lover of country, of the family, and of the Church, stand shoulder to shoulder in 
battle that is on.

ORPHANAGE. 

We deem it proper to present to the Conference a brief statement indicating what 
has been done and what is proposed looking to the establishment of our Virginia 
Conference Orpanage. We need not recite what has already been stated in our 
report submitted at our last Conference, which report brought us up to the state- 
ment that Richmond city had been chosen as the place for the location of the 
Orphanage. As was contemplated in that report, a charter was secured from the 
Legislature of our State, and a Board of Trustees duly and legally appointed, and 
thus the enterprise was put in shape to proceed. We have not attempted a gen- 
eral canvass to raise money for the Orphanage, recognizing the fact that our 
twentieth century movement was engaging the attention of our people, and we 
did not think it wise to come in the way of an effort so worthy. We have succeeded, 
how T ever, in raising in cash and good subscriptions an amount which is encourag- 
ing, and assures us of the interest our people feel in this important movement. 
It is our purpose, however, to continue in the field an active and efficient agent, 
who will go out among our people and present the claims of our Orphanage, and 
we believe the hearty co-operation of our preachers, which he will expect and no 
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doubt receive, will insure his success. The board has employed the services of the 
best architects in the country in order to get the latest and most improved plans 
for the buildings. In this we think we have succeeded, and in due time we hope to 
begin the construction of the buildings. 

In our effort to prosecute the very important work assigned us, we have been 
subject to more or less delay. We have moved on deliberately and carefully, 
realizing the fact that we were planning and building not for the present only, but 
for the future as well. We confidently believe that the time is not far ahead of 
us when this enterprise will assume large proportions. We must plan anticipating 
its growth and development. We bespeak for our orphanage movement your 
earnest prayers and hearty support. We offer for the adoption of the Conference 
the following: 

Resolved , 1. That our Presiding Bishop be, and he is hereby, requested to appoint Dr. J. 
Wiley Bledsoe superintendent and Rev. J. T. Mastin financial agent of the Orphanage. 

Resolved , 2. That I. N. Vaughan, J. M. Crute, Geo. W. Jones, E. G. Moseley and Jno. L. 
Roper, recently elected members of the Board of Trustees of the Orphanage, be, and are 
hereby, confirmed as such by the Conference. 

Resolved , 3. That the publishers of our Conference Minutes be requested to include in the 
same an official list of those who are connected with the Orphanage.

Resolved , That your committee recommends that the Conference accept the Southern 
Female Seminary as the property of the M. E. Church, South.

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TEMPERANCE. 




The closing year of the nineteenth century presents to the thoughtful Christian 
mind a state of religious morals as remarkable as serious. 

The victories for truth and righteousness that have blessed the world since the 
great revival under the Wesleys and their co-laborers, have given joy and gladness to 
the soldiers of the cross throughout the nations of civilization. The people called 
“Methodists” have been large participants in the battles and in their fruitage. 
The millions that now claim to belong to the Methodist family constitute a stand- 
ing proof of the heroic wisdom of Epworth’s son, when he declared the world to 
be his parish. The present phase of religious enterprise is as gratifying as we be- 
lieve it to be scriptural. But while congratulations are in order as to missionary 
success and the piety that marks the home churches, the same great evil over 
which the Wesleys mourned and other reformers were distressed, remains a dis- 
grace to enlightened governments — a dark blot upon the legislation of Christen- 
dom, The traffic in beverages that intoxicate and ruin souls (and hence the com- 
merce that constitutes one of he greatest enemies to every gospel wcrk) can 
number its devotees by the t usand and its silent partners by the million. 

If John Wesley’s sermon n “ the use of money ” were reproduced in Virginia 
pulpits to day, the language would need no amendment to make it descriptive of 
present characters. Speaking of the liquor vendors, the founder of Methodism 
says : 

“ But all who sell in the common way to any that will buy, are poisoners gen- 
eral. They murder his majesty’s subjects by wholesale. They drive them to hell 
like sheep ; and what is their gain ? Is it not the blood of these men ? Who, 
then, would envy their large estates, their sumptuous palaces ? A curse is in the 
midst of them ; the curse of God cleaves to the stones, the timber, the furniture 
of them ! The curse of God is in their gardens, their walks, their groves— a fire 
that burns to the nethermost hell ! Blood, blood is there ; the foundation, the 
floor, the walls, the roof are stained with blood.” 

Methodism, in its history of nearly two centuries, has given similar testimony 
as to the enormity of what Bishop Foster named the monstrum horrendum of mod- 
ern life. Strange, indeed, it is that over the earnest protest of conferences and 
synods— of associations and conventions — that ought to have next to controlling 
influences over the trend of educative processes, this great enemy to Church and 
State remains the most potent factor in the Devil’s employ to drag men down to 
ruin temporal and despair eternal. Especially is this astonishing when the fact 
is made known that at any time when all the Christian professors shall unite to 
give forth the edict “ thou shalt not,” the nefarious drunkard factories must cease 
their murderous work. 

Every licensed bar-room can flaunt in the face of its reprover a written permis- 
sion to deal out what Robert Hall called “liquid damnation”— said document 
authorized by the votes of those who are to be the sufferers or the partners 
thereof. Men cast votes for the life of a monster whose insatiate appetite calls for 
the devouring of the sons and daughters of the very men who so use their bal- 
lots. The question arises, Why is this thus? The reply must be that it is one of 
those inconsistencies over which patriotism and piety must mourn, and for the 
removal of which every lover of our Lord Jesus Christ should constantly pray and 
work. 

Your Committee can but be encouraged to hope that a healthy public sentiment 
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toward prohibitory legislation is growing, and that in “ the good time coming ” 
our young men and maidens will not have the glittering temptations to vice, forced 
by legal authority, before their vision. To cultivate this sentiment, and thus 
hasten America’s deliverance, is the duty of the hour. As the great syndicate of 
brewers can readily be discovered endeavoring to influence both legislative and 
executive action to favor the commerce in human blood, the Church of the living 
God should “ cry aloud and spare not,” in an honest warning as to the crime, after 
the example of Elijah the Tishbite, and Nathan the prophet. 

The following resolutions are offered : 

1. Resolved, That we urge our members to use every opportunity possible to give voice and 
votes against the licensing (and thus the legalizing) of the sale of intoxicating beverages, 
and with equal urgency we entreat the same persons to petition the proper authorities to 
give such opportunities in local option elections as frequently as is legal. 

2. Resolved, That we deeply deplore and earnestly condemn those acts of the Federal au- 
thorities by which a law of Congress was effectually nullified, and thus the canteens of the 
army were allowed to flood the camps in the United States and in the Philippine Islands, 
with intoxicating liquors; and we sincerely hope the next Congress will re-enact the law 
prohibiting saloons in army camps in language which cannot be distorted by an attorney- 
general. 

3. Resolved, That two delegates be appointed to attend the Anti-Saloon League, to meet in 
Washington city in December next, and that one be appointed for the Board of Directors 
of the same body.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD. 

By the mysteries of the incarnation, Jesus Christ came to dwell a man among 
men. For twenty centuries He has continued upon earth incarnated in His 
Church. So long as He is in the Church, the Church can never lose her interest 
in childhood. On the contrary, that interest must ever grow with the increasing 
life and light of the Church ; and this for two very obvious reasons : Because inno- 
cence and dependence will always appeal to love. He who loves at all will love chil- 
dern. In the second place, childhood is the formative period of life, and so long as 
the Church labors for the formation of right characters she must keep her hand upon 
the children. With weight of evil and the darkness of sin they may be dragged 
toward the nether world, or with cords of love and the light of truth they may 
be guided heavenward. But we already know, and that full well, that childhood 
is the tender susceptible age ; we know that our children are our gravest respon- 
sibility. Our Church has long since admitted these facts, and shouldered the 
responsibilities, as is evidenced by a large number of organized schools and well 
appointed houses. Ample provision, too, has been made in the way of pictures, 
papers, periodicals, etc., for the instruction and guidance of the children under 
our care. We do not need to be convinced, but to be urged to act upon what we 
all admit, and to put into practice that which we already know. 

In the first place, we need that parents shall take more interest in the work of 
the Sunday-school ; that they shall take some trouble, and, if need be, make some 
sacrifice, to get them on time to the place where they know those children ought 
to be each Sabbath morning. If parents cannot themselves attend the Sabbath- 
school, they can at least urge their children to study the lesson and to attend the 
school, and not leave both the preparation of the lesson and the attendance at 
school to the whims of childhood. He who labors for the uplift of childhood has 
a hard task before him unless his efforts be seconded in the home. 
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In the second place, we need, sadly need, teachers who will take pains to be on 
time and be prepared to teach the lessons which the children ought to learn and 
they ought to teach fifty-two times in the year. We do not need more literature 
nor better literature half so much as we need teachers who will study what we 
have and go before their classes with well-selected and well-digested thought. To 
meet a class on Sabbath morning and teacher and scholar sit with open paper and 
no Bibles to read a few questions and answers seems the merest trifling, and that 
with the Word of God. 

We recommend the holding of teachers’ meetings for each school and a teachers’ 
institute for each district, when practicable. 

We again call attention to the Home Department literature, prepared by our 
Sunday-school editor. 

We would also call the attention of our pastors and superintendents to the law 
requiring that each Sunday-school be organized into a missionary society. 

Below will be seen our treasurer’s report. 

We offer the following resolutions for adoption : 

Resolved, 1. That Sunday-schools needing the help of the Sunday-school Board be, and 
they are hereby, required to enumerate the items most needed, and that the application be 
made out and signed by the superintendent of the Sunday-school and endorsed by the 
preacher in charge or by the Presiding Elder. 

Resolved, 2. That this board aid no school in purchasing a library until as much as one- 
half of the price to be paid therefor has been actually raised by the school.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

The Epworth League ’’continues to grow in numbers and strength. With an 
increase this year of 24,640, there is now an estimated membership of 251,785. 
The General Secretary reports that there are still many unchartered leagues in the 
connection, and “earnestly solicits the aid of pastors in securing the prompt 
report to the General Office of league organization and activity.” 

Your board has gone over the ground quite carefully, and believes that the 
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league in this Conference is healthy and promising. There is not as much noise 
as formerly, but more energy. Some special phases of its work we deem it im- 
portant to emphasize. 

The league “ Reading Course ” for this year we consider far and away ahead of 
any previous one. It comprises the following books : “ Entering upon Life,” 
“Japan,” “ The Closing Century,” “ The Seventh Earl of Shaftesbury,” and can be 
had in one edition for $1.90, and in another for the very low rate of $1.00. It may 
be proper sometimes to supplement this course with other good books, but we 
most earnestly advise against the custom in some leagues of discarding this course 
entirely for others. 

A year ago we said of the Epworth Era : “ It is in every particular a first-class 
paper— one of the best papers for young people ; one of the best religious papers 
of any kind published in this country.” We see no reason for changing that 
opinion. The Era, however, has not the patronage it needs and ought to have. 
Let our local chapters avail themselves of the liberal club rates offered, and the 
pastor, where he has not the time to secure subscriptions himself, see to it that 
some industrious young person shall thoroughly canvass each league. 

We commend the Virginia Conference Orphanage again to the interest of our 
young people, reminding them that it is their monument. The Church assumes the 
responsibility, but accords to them all the privileges of proprietorship and work. 
The Church does the lifting, the leagues should make it go. Let our young people 
everywhere open their hearts to the Orphanage agent and give to him their most 
enthusiastic support. 

Your board has taken special cognizance of the work of missions. The League’s 
interest in missions is gratifying, but we believe it can be greatly increased. By 
the operation of what is popularly known as the “ Holston Plan,” our young people 
have saved thousands of dollars to the Church by actual computation. We believe 
that our Conference assessments for missions can be brought up in full, and have 
appointed a sub-committee of three from this board, who shall confer and, as a 
standing committee, co-operate with a like committee from the Board of Missions, 
with reference to the accomplishment of the great obiect of raising our full Con- 
ference assessments. 

We think it proper and important to do again as has been done so often, viz. : 
To remind the preachers that the pastor is far the most important factor in the 
success of league work. Without his sympathy not only, but his wise, zealous 
and patient help, a chapter may live and prosper, but the odds are greatly 
against it.

THE BOARD OF MISSIONS.

The spiritual needs of the world are urgent, and the obligation upon the Church 
to supply those needs, through the propagation of the gospel, is strong. 

The opportunities before the Church are promising, and should stimulate to 
earnest effort in the work of evangelizing the world. 

As a branch of the Christian Church, we cannot be indifferent to this work. 
Neglect in this respect is an exhibition of disloyalty to Christ and the teachings 
of his glorious gospel. 

He who by the “ grace of God tasted death for every man,” will not be satisfied 
until he shall have seen of the travail of his soul, and it devolves upon us, his 
disciples, to exert ourselves to hasten that glad day. 

The Board desires to give emphasis to the importance and value of domestic 
missionary work in connection with the foreign. The two are intimately and 
vitally related. 

The great Head of the Church, after his resurrection, taught his apostles that 
“repentance and remission of sins should be preached in his name among all 
nations, beginning at Jerusalem.” Jerusalem was to be the centre from which the 
light of the gospel was to radiate. The same command is applicable to us, and 
should be faithfully obeyed. The masses, at our very doors, who are without the 
gospel, should excite our solicitude and sympathy, and call forth an earnest and 
unceasing effort to bring them to a knowledge of Christ, whom to know is life 
eternal. 

It is gratifying to know that this work is engaging the attention of the Church 
in our cities, and we confidently expect gracious results from its prosecution. 

The Board has under its supervision seventy charges within the bounds of the 
Conference, and the work of the year has been, in the main, attended with profit- 
able results. There are some sections of the Conference assisted by the Board, 
where there is but little outlook for enlargement and growth, but the people of 
those sections need the gospel, and we cannot ignore them. The Board will pay 
this year 91 per cent, on its appropriations. 

Our devoted women are still actively at work in the foreign and home mis- 
sionary Societies, and God is graciously blessing their faithful labors. 

The Board would again call attention to the importance of cultivating a mis- 
sionary spirit among the children of the Church, and to this end it urges the 
organization of our Sunday-schools into missionary societies in accordance with 
the Discipline. 

Our Rosebuds are still working with efficiency, and the results of their labors 
promise great good to the Church in the years to come.
